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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

Figure 10 should be designated by a legend such as --Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

TTie specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 2, 5, 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 2 and 7, it is unclear in what direction "the minimum dimension 
on the inner diameter side" which is denoted as Kl is defined. 

Regarding claims 5 and 8, "w5 is the distance from the contact section of the 
pocket that contacts the cylindrical roller end surface to the column" is indefinite 
because there is no defined point from which the distance is measured. Both the 
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column and the contact section of the pocket are surfaces, creating an infinite number 
of points from which a distance can be calculated. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 1-9 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Matsui (US 
2003/0068110). 

Matsui discloses a bearing having a resin cage with a plurality of cylindrical 
rollers, the dimensions of the radii of the corners of the cage pockets (r), the minimum 
dimension of the inner diameter side of the annulus (d), and the thickness of the 
column (t) are defined by a function (paragraph 0061), and the stress concentration is 
variable dependent on the size of the roller and the variables r,d, and t. Combinations 
of variables which satisfy the relationships of Matsui, also satisfy the claimed 
relationships between r, kl, k2, rl, w5, Z and cDdl. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented 
and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Murai 
(US Patent 6,955,476). 

Murai discloses a bearing having a resin cage with a plurality of cylindrical rollers 
and states that the radius of curvature of the corners of the pockets can be modified 
and formed into any suitable configuration which can relax the stress generated from 
the contact of the rolling element and improve lubricating conditions (col 4, lines 27- 
33). Murai additionally discloses that the minimum width of the side plate at the recess 
should be set as large as possible to increase its strength (Col 4, lines 61-63). 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify Murai and optimize the relationships between r, Lw, kl, 
k2, rl, w5, Z and cDdl through routine experimentation, to achieve the desired stress 
concentration levels for the intended use and functionality of the resin retainer.
